ing and lamenting his own and his 
whole Country's woful Condition, beg- 
ing Help and Comfort from him; 
which he moſt graciouſly and plenti- 
fully did afterwards beſtow upon the 
Whole Eaſt, for the ſpace of ten Years. 
He was alſo a Prophet foretelling 
things to come and far diſtant, and 
knowing the very ſecret Thoughts of 
Man's Heart, inſomuch, that at the 
ſame time that the King in Portugal, and

St. Ignatius at Rome, order'd things to 
be done, he in the Indies, publiſh'd and 
executed their Orders, and with that 
Certainty, that once in a publick Ser- 
mon from the Pulpit, he exactly related

Battle, which in that very Nick of 
time, was fought between the Aceni and 
the Chriſtians, ſeveral Day's Journey 
diſtant from the place where he then 
preach'd, all which was afterwards 
found to. be true. This foretelling fu- 
ture things grew ſo cuſtomary to him, 
that he was ſcarce call'd any thing but 


Prophet; whereupon a Learned Man. 
ſaid, That the Spirit of Prophecy in 


; others was as it were by Fits, but 1n 
St. Francis it was a continual Habit. 

He had not only been Maſter of Phi- 
loſophy at Paris, but was alſo Teacher 
of the Divine Wiſdom in the [ndzes, 
preaching the Goſpel to all ſorts of 
People, confuting in ſeveral publick 
Diſputes the Brachmans of the Indians, 
the Imany of the Turks, the Bonzi of 
the Japonians, (all falſe Preachers of 
Idolatry) with ſuch Fame and Renown, 
chat a Pagan came ſome thouſand och 
only 
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only to hear his Doctrine; the Purity of 
which was ſufficiently made known by 
the Sanctity of his own Life, and of his 
Diſciples, Gaſpar Barzeus, Coſmo Tor- 
res, Antonio Criminale the firſt of the 
Society that was martyr'd in the Indies, 
and many others of his Order; and 
even by the Piety of the Children he 
nurs'd up in this Holy Doctrine, Who 
became great Preachers, and wrought 
many Miracles, caſt out Devils, cur d 
Diſeaſes, threw down Idols, and finally 
by the ſix hundred Martyrs in the Iſland: 
of Manar, and infinite others of Fa- 


[ory and the Indies, that were all his 
Diſciples. 5 


The Gift of Virtues; that adorn the 
Soul, was in him moſt admirable. His 
Love of God is ſufficiently known all 
the World over. So far he was from 
being bias'd by any. ſelf Intereſt, that 
ſeeing in a Viſion all the Labour he 
was to undergo, . he cried out, Amplius 
Domine, Amplius; More Lord, More. 
And at another time having a taſte o 
Divine Conſolations to: that degree, that 
hediſown'd himſelf any farther capable of 
receiving them, he ſaid; Satis eſt Domine,. 
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forts ft. It is enough, Lord, it is enough, 
Such was his Charity, that he went to 
preach the Goſpel to the Infidels, bare- 
foot, trampling upon "Thorns, loaded 
with a little Furniture for Maſs, and 


ſome few pious Books; provided only 


with aſpare Quantity of Rice; waiting 
upon others, running at their Horſes 
Heels, to haſten the ſooner to the 
converting of Souls; always inflam'd 
with the Love of God; ſuffering ſo many 
Misfortunes at Sea by Tempeſts and 
frequent Shipwracks, thrice ſinking 
under the Ship; always in Dangers and 
Troubles, Croſſes and Afflictions; per- 
fecuted by Infidels, Thieves, Devils, 
falſe Brethren ; had in Deriſion, ſcoffed 
at, and moſt barbarouſly miſus'd by 
thoſe he had been moſt - charitable and 
beneficial unto 3 beaten moſt cruelly by 
the wicked Spirits, and moleſted with 
their Temptations; threatn*d to be mur- 
der'd by Cut throats; by Idolaters held 
for a Mad-man, even in the Court of the 


King of Amangucci, where they reviPd 


him with Curſes, cover'd him with 
Dirt, overwhelm'd him with Stones, 
w—_ treacherouſly laid Snares to take 
away 
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away his Life; often endeavouring to 
iſon him; twice giving him into the 
Hands of Afſaſſinates to be diſpatch'd. 
Being ſton'd by the Gentiles of the Iſland. 
of Moro, he made his eſcape over a 


broad River, by the means of a-great 
Timber Beam, which he handled and 
turn'd like a little Wand. How 
often did he offer his Life for Chriſt ? 


When he attended thoſe who were in- 
fected with the Plague; when he up- 
braided with their Infidelity the very 


Gentiles ready arm'd with Stones to kill 


him; when in ſpite of Princes and. . 
Prieſts, he threw down their Idols; 

when he alone reſiſted a whole Army of 
Badaga, who deſign'd to oppreſs the 
Chriſtians; when going into Japony he 


intruſted himſelf in a ſmall Veſſel to 


Pirates, infamous for killing Paſſengers ;. 
when he enter*'d the Iſland of Moro, 
where they eat human Fleſh; when he 
went to China, where it was. Death for 
any to enter: So much did he love God: 
and his Neighbour, whilſt contemn'd 
and made moſt deſpicable ; he exer- 
cis'd all Severity imaginable upon his 


own Body, A Man that was ſo nobly.

born, being of the Race of the Kings of 


3 Navarre, and honour'd with the Title of 


Apoſtolic Nuncio, kneebd to every poor 
and ordinary Prieſt, to kiſs his Hand;

Wounds, -with that Charity and Victory 
over himſelf, as to drink up the Water

tues: He eat only once a Day, and then

his dead Corps: And the City of Tolo, 

rebelling from Chriſt and the 7 pies 
he made it Rain upon them Stones and 
Aſhes, which filling up the Ditches, and

peſts, and ſweeten'd Salt Water by the

Witneſs he whom 

he heal'd of his Wounds, by only carry- 
ing him upon his back. Witneſs that

of Malaca, who deſiring a Summary 

of all the Miracles the Saint had wrought, 
and finding after ſtrict Examination 
eight hundred only in his own Dioceſs, 


N to proſecute his firſt thoughts, 
Gelpairingy 
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deſpairing ever to race them. Let 


the Indies confeſs and acknowledge his 


Power in this point, where, not he in 


his own Perſon only, but his Hair, 
Girdle, Beads, the very Pulpit he 


preach'd in, the Lamps that burnt before: 


his Shrine, the Water wherein was dippꝰ'd 
only a Medal of his, even his very 
Shadow (which is yet more wonderful) 
cur'd many Diſeaſes.

che end he might help ſeveral, he was

in different Places: As when call'd up- 
on by a Merchant, who ſuffer'd Ship- 
jt | wrack * 


wrack : He obey'd and ſtaid with hiry 
three Days upon the Plank, till all the 
reſt of the Ship were dead, and then 


brought him ſafe to Shore: And when, 


with the fame miraculous way of ap- 


pearing he ſav*d ten Men in a little Boat. 


Such was the Confidence Seamen had 
in his Preſence, that the oldeſt and 


moſt ſhiver'd Ships were reckon'd the 
moſt ſafe, and Infidels themſelves for 


more Security, loaded all their Goods 


upon them, tho* with Double Charges 
and Expences, when the Saint was to 


Sail in them. He aſſiſted them even 


after his Death.; for carrying his Body 


in a very totter'd, unſafe and ill- rigg d

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Hearts of all. St. Ignatius would have 
made him General of his whole Order: 
The King of Portugal reverenc'd his 
| Words as Commands, as did alſo the 
King of Bongo and Amangucci: The King 
of Travancor, call'd the great King, put 
out an Edict, commanding all ſhould 
obey the great Father (ſo he call'd 
St. Francis) as the great King. He con- 
verted the King of Tanor, and ſeveral 
others. Pope Paul the III. admir'd his 
Sanctity: Marcellus the II. deſiring to 
ſee him, would have ſent for him from 
the Indies to come to Rome; ſo much 
did he win the Hearts of all far and 
near: The Gentiles reverenc'd him, and 
and even erected a Church in his Ho- 
nour; where ſome wicked Fellows out 
of Contempt, having often ſtole the 
Oyl from the Lamp and put Wa- 
ter in its place; enrag'd to ſee the Wick 
yet burn, and themſelves deluded, put 
it quite out, which as often lighted of it 
ſelf, to their greater Confuſion and Chri- 
ſtians greater Comfort.

I may fay through both Worlds, or 
in his moſt troubleſome Preaching, but 
that God ſhould be known, prais'd 
and glorify'd.

: Aon DING, to St. nb 
Humility is a Contempt of. one's 
own Worth; according to St. Thomas, 
it is a Virtue whereby a Man knowing 
his own Defects and Imperfections, 
keeps himſelf within his own POR, 
in a low Degree, 
St. Francis practis'd this Virtue in 
a moſt perfect manner towards all ſorts 
of Perſons: For tho' he was born of 
the Race of the Kings of Navarre, by 
Office Apoſtolic Nuncio, and beſides, 
endow'd with moſt rare Talents of Na- 
ture and Learning, yet he humbled 
himſelf below all, whenever it was for 
the greater Glory of God. He writ to 
St. Ignatius his Superior always upon 
his Knees. 

He anſwer'd a Friend of his, who 
examin'd him concerning a dead Child 
he had Ted 2 in the Coalt of Comorino, 
. with 
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. 
with all Humility, as it were con- 
founded : I raiſe the Dead to Life? And 
can you believe ſuch a thing of me, 
ſuch a great Sinner as I am ? 

Ina word, all his Life is full of Ex- 
amples of his moſt profound Humility ; 
and was held for ſuch ovef all Spain, 
Italy, France, Portugal, India, Fa- 


pony, and innumerable other Countries, 
wherein he exercis'd this Virtue in 


diverſe Ways, and in a moſt perfect 
Degree with the poor Priſoners, Chil- 
dren, Slaves, Soldier , Seamen and 
what not? And this in a moſt abject 


and contemptible manner; chooſing 


for his Lodging the Hoſpitals, for his 
Cloaths coarſe Canvaſs, and for his Meat 
dry Bread, burnt Rice, and the like. 

But God order'd it ſo, that the more 
he humbl'd and debas'd himſelf, the 
more he ſhould be eſteem'd by others.

gueſe, even in Portugal, gave him the 
Name of Apoſtle; the Gentiles ſtuck 
not to give him Divine Titles; the 
Mahometans held him for a great Pro- 
phet; many Idolatrous Kings call'd 
him Great Father; whole Towns and 
Countries came to meet him: The 
Miſſioners of the Society, that were 
deſign'd for the Indies, thought it a 
Paradiſe to be ſent to never ſo hard En- 


terprizes, if St. Francis were but there; 


ſo little did they think of themſelves 


to enjoy him. Gonzalo Fernandez crept 


upon his Knees to St. Francis, who 
 knock'd at the Door to ſpeak with him: 
Anger, a Japonian, came from the 
fartheſt parts of the Eaſt to the Iſland 
of Moluccha, above two thouſand Miles, 


only to treat with the Saint about the 


Affairs of his Soul: After the Saint's 


Death a new Convert ſail'd from Goa

particularly inſpir'd him to undertake 
them, might be calPd moſt mdiſcreet ; 


for he paſg'd three, four, and ſome- 


times ſeven Days without the leaſt. Suſ- 


| tenance ; tho? his ordinary Diet might 


be juſtly call'd a perpetual Faſt ; as. 


has been gather'd out of one of his 
Letters to a Friend of his, wherein he 
confeſſes that he liv'd more like a Bird 


than a Man, with nothing but Water 


and Rice. His Watchings were con- 


tinual z

tinual; ſpending the beſt part of the 
Night in Prayer: His Sleep and Reſt 
(which he even unwillingly allow'd to. 
Nature) were rather to torment, than 
eaſe him; for at Sea he lay upon the Ca- 
bles, and at Land upon the hard Ground, 
or a Bed of Cords. He wore Day and 
Night a continual Hair-Shirt. He 
girded himſelf with Chains, riveted with 
Points of Iron : He diſciplin'd him- 
ſelf to Blood with Whips arm'd with 
Rowels of Steel.

Niceneſs and Spruceneſs in his Cloaths, 
and Nimbleneſs in Dancing, he ty'd 


his Thighs ſo ſtrait with little Cords, 
that he was not able to breathe; and 


he had let them eat ſo far into his Fleſh 
that they could not be ſeen; which muſt 
neceſſarily have occaſion'd his Death, 
had not God moſt miraculouſly curd 


him, whom he had deſign'd for the 


Apoſtle of the new World. Every 


one knows that in the Hoſpital of Vi-. 


cenza, to get a total Victory over him- 
ſelf, he ſuck'd the Corruption and 
Matter of a moſt peſtiferous and loath- 


ſome Impoſtume: And before he ſaid 
his firſt Maſs he ſpent forty Days in 
moſt rigid Penance, ſhut up in a little 


Grot of Mount Celſo, within the Con- 
fines of Padoua.

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ſo that with good Reaſon, he might ſay 
with St. Paul: I die daily: And F 
for thy ſake we are mortify'd all the Day. 

As God is a moſt bountiful Re- 

warder of the leaſt thing done for his 
fake, fo he did abundantly recompence 
and ſweeten theſe Pains of St. Francis 
with infinite and divine Conſolations; 
which his Heart not being able to 
bear, they appear d even in his very 
Countenance; which ſeem'd to be 
always enflam'd, yet always chearful 
and pleaſant, even in the moſt difficult 
Enterprizes; ſhewing to the World, 
that he was really in his Heart a Ci- 
tizen of Heaven.

A INT Francis Aaverius was an 


Apoſtle of Feſus Chrift ſent by 


Command of his Vicar Paul the III. 
with the Title of Nuncius Apoſtolicus 


to preach the Goſpel to the Indians, 


and convert them to our holy Faith. 
He converted many hundred thouſands 
of them, amongſt whom were ſeveral 
Kings, Queens, Princes and great Men. 


His Sitter, a koly Woman, Abbeſs of 


the Poor Clares at Gandia, foretold he 
would be ſuch an one; for defiring her 
Father to let him ſtudy Divinity, ſhe 
Grid, he would prove a great Apoſtle 


of the Indies. 


He was a Prophet, and in ſuch a 


manner, that a moſt virtuous and wiſe 
Man

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Man ſtick d not to ſay, that in ſome 
the Spirit of Prophecy was by fits, but 
in St. Aaverius it ſeem'd a conſtant 
Habit. He was not only Maſter of 
Human Philoſophy at Paris, but of 
the Divine alſo in the Eaſt; where to 
all ſorts of People he preach'd the Goſ- 
pel and inſtructed them in what belong'd 
to our holy Faith; He confuted many 
Maſters of the Idolaters in ſeveral 
Diſputes; the Brachmans of the Indi- 
ans, the Carizi of the Moors, and the 
Bonxi of the Faponians. | 
He was endow'd with all manner of 
Virtues whether you mean Power of 
working Miracles, as you have ſeen 
in the former Conſiderations, or Virtu- 
ous Habits that adorn the Soul, as Hu- 
mility, Chaſtity, Patience, Charity, 5.

by the greateſt Princes. The King of 
Portugal reverenc'd him as an Oracle, 
receiving and following his Directions 
as Commands. The King of Travancor, 
call'd the Great King, publiſh'd an E- 
dict, commanding every one to obey 
the Great Father (St. Xaverius ) as the 
Great King. St. Ignatius reſolv'd to 
make him General of the Society of 
Feſus.
